Chicago, Ju ne 26 (A>) — Aiming 
at safer celebrations of the 
Fou rth of Ju ly , fiv e state legisla­ 
tu res enacted laws du ring cu r­ 
rent sessions to regu late the u se, 
distribu tion and possession of 
fireworks. 
The assemblies of Utah and 
West Virginia approv ed measu res 
ou tlawing fireworks, ex cept for 
pu blic, su perv ised ex hibitions. 
Certain ty pes of fireworks were 
designated as dangerou s in Cal­ 
ifornia’s first statu te regu lating 
py rotechnics. Connecticu t’s leg­ 
islatu re tightened ex isting regu ­ 
lations and forbid the sale of 
fireworks to children u nder 12. A 
new Pennsy lv ania law prohibits 
the sale and u se of fireworks ex ­ 
cept toy cap pistols. State police 
planned a close watch at the bor­ 
der to prev ent bootlegging from 
neighboring states. 
The Indiana legislatu re en­ 
acted a law banning the sale of 
fireworks after Au gu st, 19 39 . 
Tabled in the Illinois legisla­ 
tu re was a bill which wou ld hav e 
ou tlawed 
firecrackers 
in 
the 
statehou se, 
where 
legislators 
hav e been in the habit of setting 
them off to celebrate the end of 
the session, Ju ne 30.

Three persons were inju red, 
two believ ed seriou sly , in an 
au tomobile collision on U. S. 52, 
2V2 miles sou theast of Anderson­ 
v ille, at fiv e o’clock Su nday ev en- 
ng.

Stonebraker and Pesa were the 
wo believ ed seriou sly hu rt al­ 
thou gh the fu ll ex tent of their 
nju ries was not learned. The 
ormer su ffered a spine inju ry 
and a possible broken pelv is and 
acial cu ts. Pesa had chest in- 
u ries and was possibly hu rt in­ 
ternally . 
Mrs. Stonebraker escaped with 
facial lacerations. 
Cars inv olv ed in the accident 
were driv en by Stonebraker and 
Pesa and the crash occu rred as 
Pesa attempted to pass another 
machine on a hill, according to 
nv estigation condu cted by Offi­ 
cers Forst and Benz of the state 
police. 
Stonebraker 
was 
trav eling 
sou theast on the federal high­ 
way and Pesa northwest when 
he two v ehicles crashed almost 
lead-on. Both machines were re­ 
ported badly damaged. 
Pesa was placed u nder techni­ 
cal arrest pending fu rther in­ 
v estigation and the state offi­ 
cers intimated he wou ld be 
charged with reckless driv ing in 
the accident.

Alarmed by reports that the na­ 
tion’s new defense program has 
brou ght a sharp increase in the 
activ ities of foreign spies, con­ 
gress is preparing legislation in­ 
creasing the penalties on

airs committee to increase the 
prison term for espionage from 
wo to ten y ears.

-Cing (D-Utah) and inclu ding

Swampy Area To 
Be Searched For 
Escaped Conv ict 


Hay ward, Wis., Ju ne 26 (A3)— 
The “zero hou r” in the 12-day 
m anhu nt for Ray Olson, brawny 
slay er of two depu ty sheriffs, 
came today as a posse of 200 
men awaited Sheriff George See- 
hu etter’s command for a q u ick 
thru st into a swampy area not 
far from the killer’s shack. 
Seehu etter was conv inced Ol­ 
son was bottled u p in the area 
of abou t 2Yz sq u are miles, north 
of the Chippewa flowage. He as­ 
serted that if Olson, driv en by 
hu nger, did not appear at day ­ 
break, the posse wou ld go in and 
get him before nightfall. 
Olson was believ ed to hav e 
kiled and dressed ou t a deer 
which depu ties discov ered at 
nightfall y esterday . 
Seehu etter said it was ev ident 
Olson had killed the deer becau se 
no poacher wou ld try it while the 
area was ov erru n with possemen. 
Olson was sighted on a bridge 
Satu rday bu t escaped as fiv e 
shots were fired at him. 
The spot where the dressed 
carcass was fou nd is abou t 2x/z 
miles from Olson’s shack. Depu ­ 
ties hazarded that he mu st hav e 
eaten the meat raw, since he 
scarcely wou ld risk detection by 
bu ilding a fire. 
Seehu etter declared there was 
no way for Olson to escape. Spe­ 
cial gu ards were placed on bridg­ 
es. The sheriff’s force was the 
largest y esterday it has been 
since the hu nt began. 
Oison, a former conv ict, elu d­ 
ed a highway officer Ju ne 15 
when being q u estioned abou t a 
car theft, and shot and killed 
depu ties Carl Johnson and Fred 
Scott two day s later a s they 
so ug ht to a rrest him.

pects, sat side by side a t the 
opening session of the 31st an­ 
nu al gov ernors’ conference while 
Gov ernor Ray mond E. Baldwin, 
(R) 
asserted 
in 
a 
prepared 
speech: 
“The federal gov ernment has 
taken adv antage of the distress 
of large sections of ou r popu la­ 
tion to ex tend its powers into 
the states.” 
Pointing to the large nu mber 
of persons employ ed on WPA, 
NYA and other gov ernment proj­ 
ects which are “administered ou t 
of Washington,” he continu ed: 
“Instead of permitting u s to 
decide u pon projects that in ou r 
own opinion wou ld be best for 
ou r indiv idu al states and ou r 
citizens, the federal gov ernment 
forces, or attem pts to force, proj­ 
ects on u s — not in fu rtherance 
of ou r own wishes or desires, bu t 
to impose u pon u s an ex tension 
of the federal power, or the ex ­ 
tension of political or economic 
theories in whch we hav e no con­ 
fidence.” 
Gov ernor Baldwin, a freq u ent 
critic of the New Deal, q u estioned 
the economic resu lts of “pu mp 
priming” throu gh federal spend­ 
ing and add4d, “there is no su b­ 
stitu te for a good job in priv ate 
indu stry .” 
“Pu blic works shou ld be an ex ­ 
pression of a people’s greatness 
and not the ex pression of an eco­ 
nomic theory of desperation,” he 
asserted. 
As a solu tion of what he term ­ 
ed the u su rping of state powers 
throu gh pu blic works projects 
and “work relief,” the Connecti­ 
cu t leader su ggested: 
“The starting point, I think, 
is de-centralization. Decentrali­ 
zation and home ru le of relief 
and of pu blic works projects. Pu t 
the administration of relief back 
where it belongs — in the hands 
of the states, and, throu gh them, 
into the hands of local au thor­ 
ities. 
The chief ex ecu tiv es gathered 
in this piv otal state’s massiv e old 
capitol to be welcomed by Gov ­ 
ernor Herbert H. Lehman of New 
York while a few doors away 
New York Repu blican legislativ e 
leaders labored to repair their 
“economy bu dget,” inv alidated 
by a cou rt ru ling. 
Today ’s program marked the 
start of fou r day s of meetings 
and sightseeing which inclu de a 
lu ncheon in Hy de Park with 
President Roosev elt and a v isit to 
the New Yo rk wo rld’s fa ir. 


Baton Rou ge, La., Ju ne 26 (Ap­

and issu ed a written statement 
hat Dr. James Monroe Smith, 
president of Lou isiana State Uni­ 
v ersity since 19 30, had resigned 
lis post ’and that preliminary 
ex amination of the u niv ersity 
books showed “financial irregu - 
arities which may reach a total 
of sev eral hu ndred thou sand 
dollars.” 
Efforts “to reach him (Smith) 
or q u estioning hav e been u n­ 
su ccessfu l,” the gov ernor said. 
A few minu tes later, Leche and 
Long, brother of the late “King- 
fish” Hu ey P. Long,, made a 
oint statem ent that Leche’s res- 
gnation as gov ernor in fav or of 
Long, schedu led to take place at 
noon today , had been “tem perar- 
ly postponed.” 
State police, with orders to ar­ 
rest Dr. Smith on sight, were sta­ 
tioned at railroad stations, high­ 
way s and airports. Other state 
police took ov er the u niv ersity 
offices of Dr. Smith, Edgar N. 
ackson, bu siness manager, and 
C. Gordon Johnson, au ditor of L. 
S. 
U. 
Troopers 
were 
placed 
arou nd Dr. Smith’s residence on 
•he u niv ersity campu s. 
Gov . Leche’s statem ent said 
a special grand ju ry inv estiga­ 
tion of the alleged irregu larities 
wou ld begin “immediately ” and 
that he had called a meeting of 
the board of administrators of 
the u niv ersity to consider the 
m atter Monday afternoon. 
Long, who drov e here last 
night from the Long family home 
n Winfield a short time before 
he twin annou ncements, seemed 
su rprised, althou gh after Gov ­ 
ernor 
Leche 
annou nced 
last 
Wednesday night that he in­ 
tended to q u it becau se of ill 
lealth, Long commented: “I’m 
not gov ernor y et. That man may 
change his mind tomorrow.” 
Dr. Smith, 50, a nativ e of Lou - 
siana and a gradu ate of L. S. 
CJ., was made its president in No­ 
v ember, 19 30, u nder the admin­ 
istration of the late Hu ey Long. 
In a speech at New Orleans 
ast week, Dr. Smith said that in 
the last nine y ears, du ring which 
the enrollment has grown from 
2,000 to more than 8,000, approx ­

Indianapolisr Ju ne 26 (A3)— 
[Jrged by their 7 2-y ear-old lead­ 
er, Dr. Francis E. Townsend, to 
go home and work for a Town­ 
send congress in 19 40,” worn and 
weary delegates to the fou rth 
annu al national conv ention of 
Townsend clu bs headed today for 
their homes in the fou r corners 
of the nation. 
Fou r day s of heat-ridden ses­ 
sions, filled with speech-making 
rom United States 
senators, 
representativ es and ju st plain 
street-corner, soap-box orators 
ended y esterday when Dr. Town­ 
send, speaking at the Indiana 
state fairgrou nds, serv ed notice 
any insu rgent mov ement within 
the organization wou ld be ig­ 
nored. 
While Dr. Townsend spoke to a 
crowd estimated by his followers 
at from 10,000 to 12,000, a grou p 
of rev olters made plans to bolt 
the Townsend grou p and form 
an “independent” old age pen­ 
sion organization. 
An insu rgent committee, head­ 
ed by Harry V. Dill of Cincinnati 
gav e ou t a statem ent striking 
particu larly at what they called 
“the seizu re of Dr. Townsend and 
lis son of perpetu al control of 
the cau se.” 
They asserted su ch action “in­ 
su res positiv e defeat of the relief 
in congress.” 
Amid cheers and shou ting the 
“regu lars” of the conv ention ap­ 
prov ed a resolu tion Satu rday 
recommending that Dr. Town­ 
send continu e as head of the 
mov ement, which has a pension 
sy stem for the aged as its aim, 
and proposing that, if for any 
reason Dr. Townsend is u nable 
to serv e, the leadership be taken 
ov er by his 26 -y ear-old son, Ro­ 
bert C. Townsend.

THREE ARE HURT 
IN WRECK NEAR 
ANDERSONVILLE 


20 In ju red As 
Bo mb s Are S et 
Off In Lo n d o n 


London, Ju ne 25 
(JP) — Hu n­ 
dreds of policemen and members 
of British territorial army were 
ru shed into London’s bu sy thea­ 
ter section last nig ht as fou r 
separte ex plosions threw Satu r­ 
day nig ht crowds into confu sion 
and tang led the city ’s traffic. 
All the ex plosions took place 
ou tside banks. 
Abou t 20 persons were taken 
to hospitals bu t most of them 
were treated for minor cu ts and 
shock. 
Fou r men were taken to the 
Vine street police station for 
qu estioning abou t the blasts. 
After the second ex plosion in 
Piccadilly , 
the 
crowd 
m an­ 
handled a man, shou ting “Ly nch 
him! String him from a lamp 
post!” Police rescu ed him and 
took him away in an ambu lance. 
There apparently were no ser­ 
iou s casu alties, howev er. 
The first ex plosion occu rred 
ju st off Piccadilly Circu s, abou t 
10 p. m. Onlookers said a bomb 
was thrown from a passing tax i. 
It shattered windows for blocks 
off the circu s and brou g ht thou ­ 
sands of persons ru shing ou t of 
theaters, hotels and restau rants 
of the district. 
Almost an hou r later another 
ex plosion shattered g lass and 
stopped traffic fu rther down 
Piccadilly and within 15 minu tes 
two other ex plosions rocked the 
Strand. 
All the ex plosions apparently 
were cau sed by bombs similar to 
those police hav e accu sed the 
illeg al Irish Repu blican Army of 
u sing in other recent bombing s 
throu g hou t the British isles. The 
anti-British IRA is ag itating for 
sev erance of all Ireland’s connec­ 
tions with Eng land. 
There were conflicting stories 
abou t the first ex plosion in Pic­ 
cadilly Circu s, bu t most persons 
in the larg e crowd of passers-by 
said two men ju mped from a 
tax i, dropped a bomb and ran 


throu g h the crowd when it ex ­ 
ploded. 
The first blast brou g ht terri­ 
fied crowds into Piccadilly . People 
pou red ou t of theaters. Those 
who were in su bway s tried to g et 
ou t into the streets and those in 
the streets tried to crowd into 
the su bway s. 
The crowds broke throu g h po­ 
lice lines and hu ndreds of ex tra 
police were ru shed to the district. 
They were su pplemented by au x ­ 
iliary firemen and territorial 
soldiers, equ iv alent to the United 
States National Gu ard. 


J ub ilee Sing ers To 
Give Two Pro g ra ms

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A STRAIN ON PATIENCE 
The ex p lanation has been offered that Jap an’s 
p rov ocativ e and offensiv e acts against British, 
French and American interests in China is de­ 
signed not so mu ch as a challenge to these cou n­ 
tries as a dem onstration to the Chinese that fu r­ 
ther resistance is u seless. The Jap anese believ e 
tha t none of these cou ntries will resist, each for 
its own reason. Thu s, if Occidental weak ness, in­ 
difference or p reoccu p ation elsewhere can be 
shown, China will conclu de that no fu rther West­ 
ern help can be ex p ected. China will then q u it 
fighting and su rrender to the “new order in 
Eastern Asia.” 
This v iew of the Far Eastern p osition, which is 
cabled from abroad, bears some of the earm ark s 
of a mere rationalization. It is less alarm ing to 
the Western v ictims than the idea that Jap anese 
affronts are deliberate and designed as su ch, 
w ithou t regard to China. The p rincip al target 
has been the nation with the largest interests, 
financial and otherwise, in China — a nation that 
has hitherto been the most p owerfu l on that 
coast and in those waters, the one most inclined 
to a firm assertion of its rights, G reat Britain. 
The world k nows that G reat Britain is in no 
p osition or in no state of mind to resist; indeed 
Foreign Minister Lord Halifax has stated that 
Britain will be p atient at Tientsin and “wait it 
ou t.” The French role is of minor imp ortance. 
Hitherto, in sp ite of nu merou s “incidents,” there 
has been no ov ert, cu rrent p rov ocation offered 
the United States. The Jap anese Foreign Office 
has attem p ted to p ictu re Mr. Hu ll as not con­ 
cerned. 
How far Jap an’s home gov ernment is in control 
of generals and adm irals in the field is not 
k nown, bu t indications are that this control, if 
it ex ists at all, is tenu ou s and interm ittent at 
best. 
The Jap anese order — u ltim atu m wou ld 
be a better word — to British and American w ar­ 


ship s and citizens to ev acu ate Swatow is being 
disregarded; p erhap s it will be shown to hav e 
been one of those “m isu nderstandings” for which 
the Jap anese are famou s. If so, well and good — 
so far. Bu t ou t of a series of su ch “m isu nder­ 
standings” and “incidents” and disregard of for­ 
eign rights in China can emerge a p ictu re and a 
state of mind. The p ictu re wou ld be tha t of a 
Jap an determ ined to driv e the foreigners ou t. 
The fram e of tha t p ictu re is v isible now. The 
state of mind wou ld be the foreign, not the Jap ­ 
anese, state of mind. Wou ld it be a state of mind 
to resist? 


ENDURING UNCLE DAN 
At eighty -nine, Dan Beard serenely av oids the 
fog of legend. He is tangible and v isible, which 
the oracle of my thology was not; and my sticism 
is no p art of him. His sense of reality is endu r­ 
ing becau se he is both historic and contem p or­ 
aneou s. 
Conseq u ently when, on his birthday , he de­ 
clared that “My old ey es see the same signs tha t 
p rev ailed before, and there is no dou bt tha t this 
cou ntry will come ou t of this dep ression within a 
y ear or two at most,” his op timism, thou gh ty p i­ 
cal, may not need to be regarded as something 
merely casu al. It is as lasting as Uncle Dan him ­ 
self, still the most bu oy ant of Boy Scou ts, and 
one by whom some classic slu mp s in the land 
were tak en in stride. 
Fou nder of the Scou t mov ement here, and 
ack nowledged insp irer of General Baden Powell, 
who adm itted that he had “cribbed” the basis of 
the mov ement from Beard’s original activ ities, 
this p atron saint of boy hood holds a u niq u e p lace 
in the American scene. He will be arou nd for a 
long time, of cou rse. 
Parties shift, bu dgets shrink or swell, Eu rop e 
seethes or simmers. Dan Beard is an institu tion

Eastern India, has decided to in­ 
troduce prohibition. 
Provinces 
of 
British 
India 
where prohibition already op­ 
erates in central areas are Bom­ 
bay , Madras, the Central Pro­ 
vinces, the Northwest Frontier, 
Assam, and Bihar. Bengal and 
the Punjab are the only provinc­ 
es where some measure of pro­ 
hibition isn’t contemplated.
